The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
teach or suggest, in combination with the other claimed limitations, forming an oxide film of a 
predetermined thickness on the exposed surface of the oxygen ion implanted layer by oxidation 
treatment of the wafer; removing the oxide film; and removing the oxygen ion implanted layer 
by etching.
